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Application  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  to 
Naval  Reserves. 

[156.]  Whilst  undergoing  drill  or  training,  or  serving 
voluntarily  during  manoeuvres,  those  Officer*  and  men  of 
the  Hoyal  Naval  Reserve  (including  Trawler  (Section),  Hoyal 
Naval  Volunteer  Reserve,  and  Hoyal  Fleet  Reserve,  Imme- 
diate Class  and  Classes  A  and  1$,  who  were  insured  persons 
in  civil  life  immediately  before  such  drill  or  training, &c,  are 
to  be  treated  for  insurance  purposes  in  accordance  with 
the  following  instructions,  which  deal  both  with  Part  I.  of 
the  Act,  relating  to  Health  Insurance,  and  with  Part  11., 
relating  to  Unemployment  Insurance. 

[157.]  These  instructions  apply  also  to  men  of  the 
Royal  Naval  Auxiliary  Sick  Herth  Reserve  when  undergoing 
the  Hospital  or  Man-of-W'ar  Course  of  one  week's  duration, 
but  not  to  those  whose  course  consists  of  14  attendances  of 
2  hours  each. 

Method  of  Paying  Contributions. 
[158.]  Contributions  under  Part  I  are  paid  in  civil  life 
by  means  of  Health  Insurance  stamps  affixed  to  cards 
issued  by  the  National  Health  Insurance  Commission,  rs, 
and  those  under  Part  II.  by  means  of  Unemployment 
Insurance  stamps  affixed  to  books  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Trade.    [159.]  The  same  method  is  used  during  drill  or 

stamp  to  be  affixed  to  a  Health  Insurance  card  or  a  Health 
Insurance  stamp  to  an  Unemployment  Insurance  book. 

Weekly  Rate  of  Contribntim,. 
[160.]  Contributions  are  fixed  at  a  weekly  rate  under 
both  Parts  of  the  Act,  but  it  is  important  to  notice  that  the 
week  is  differently  defined  for  Health  and  Unemployment 
Insurance  purposes.  [161.]  Thus  for  the  former  the  week 
is  the  calendar  week  from  midnight  on  one  Sunday  to 
midnight  on  the  following  Sunday,  while  for  the  latter  it  is 
any  complete  period  of  seven  days  from  the  date  on  which 
the  employment,  i.e.,  in  this  case  the  drill  or  training,  Ac, 

[162.1  The  weekly  rate  for  Health  Insurance  during 
drill  or  training,  &c,  is  7''.  for  men  employed  in  civil  life 
in  Great  Britain  and  for  all  members  of  the  Seamen's 
National  Insurance  Society,  and  5M.  for  men  employed  in 
Ireland  who  are  not  members  of  that  Society. 

[163.]  The  weekly  rate  for  Unemployment  Insurance 
is  5d.,  except  for  men  under  the  age  of  18,  in  who6e  case  it 
is  2d. 
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Fractional  Port  urns  of  Weeks. 
[164.]  In  the  case  of  Health  Insurance  any  fractional 
portion  of  a  week  either  l>y  itself  or  over  and  above  a 
number  of  full  weeks  counts  as  a  full  week,  and  any  stamp 
affixed  in  respect  of  it  must  be  at  the  full  weekly  rate  of 
Id.  or  SJi.    (See  aim  N.I.I.— 166  and  170. J 

[165.1  In  the  case  of  Unemployment  Insurance  a  frac- 
tional portion  of  a  week  amounting  to  three  days  or  more, 
either  by  itself  or  over  and  above  a  number  of  seven-day 
weeks,  counts  as  a  full  week,  and  a  stamp  must  be  affixed 
at  the  full  weekly  rate  of  5d,  in  respect  of  it;  but  only  a 
2d.  stamp  is  to  be  affixed  in  respect  of  a  fractional  portion 
of  a  week  if  it  does  not  exceed  one  day,  and  a  id.  stamp  if 
it  exceeds  one  day  but  does  not  exceed  two  days. 

Number  of  Stamps  required  during  Drill  or  Training. 

\  166.1  A  Health  Insurance  stamp  is  to  be  Affixed  to  the 
Health  Insurance  card  of  an  insured  reservist  tor  every 
Monday  on  which  he  is  borne  for  pay,  and  in  addition  for 
fractional  portions  of  a  week  in  the'  same  circumstances 
in  which  deductions  are  chargeable  against  seamen  and 
marines.  (N.I. I.— 38,  39,  and  170.)  1 167.]  In  cases  in 
which  the  card  is  not  already  stamped  for  the  week  in 

which  a  man  j  s  for  training,  and  his  card  is  therefore 

stamped  on  board  for  that  week,  a  notation  is  to  be  made 
on  the  ledger  as  follows  : — 

"  H.  I.  S.  issued  from_  ." 

1 168.1  I»  all  cases  in  which  Irish  stamps  are  issued 
the  word  "  Irish  "  is  to  be  written  in  the  N.H.I,  column. 

1169.]  An  Unemployment  Insurance  stamp  is  to  be 
affixed  to  an  insured  reservist's  Unemployment  Insurance 
book  for  every  complete  period  of  seven  days  during  which 
he  is  borne  for  pay,  irrespective  of  any  stamps  already 
affixed  on  accounl  of  civil  employment,  and  in  addition  for 
any  fractional  portion  of  a  week  between  the  termination  of 
the  last  full  week  and  the  date  of  discharge.  (N.I.I.— 165.) 

Illustrations  of  Numbers  of  Stamps  required. 
1170.]  The  following  examples  are  given  to  illustrate 
the  until,. dot  calculating  the  number  of  stamps  required  — 
(1)  If  a  man   insured  in   Great  Britain  joins  on  a 
Monday  and  serves  for  28  days,  four  Id.  stamps 
should  be  affixed  to  his  Health  Insurance  card 
and  four   U.  stamps  to   his  Unemployment 
Insurance  book. 
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(2)  If  he  joins  on  a  Thursday  and  serves  for  .iO  days, 

four  7rf.  stamps  should  he  affixed  to  his  Health 
Insurance  card  if  it  already  hears  a  stamp  lor 
the  week  in  which  the  Thursday  falls,  and  live  if 
it  does  not  already  hear  a  stamp  for  that  week. 
(In  the  latter  case  the  notation  "1I.I.S.  issued 
from_  "  will  appear  on  the  ledger.) 

Four  bd.  stamps  and  one  Ul.  should  he  affixed  to 
his  Unemployment  Insurance  hook. 

(3)  If  a  man  insured  in  Ireland  joins  on  a  Monday  and 

serves  17  days,  three  5Ji.  stamps  should  he 
affixed  to  his  Health  Insurance  card  and  three 
5d.  stamps  to  his  Unemployment  Insurance 
book. 

(4)  If  he  joins  on  a  Thursday  and  serves  for  eight  days, 

one  or  two  Hid.  stamps  should  he  attixed  to  his 
Health  Insurance  card  according  as  it  does  or 
does  not  already  hear  a  stamp  lor  the  weeK  m 
which  the  Thursday  falls.    (In  the  latter  case  the 

notation  "  H.  I.  S.  issued  from  "  will 

appear  on  the  ledger.)  One  bd.  and  one  '2<l.  stamp 
should  he  affixed  to  his  Unemployment  Insurance 
book. 


Times  at  which  Stamps  are  to  be  affixed. 

[171.]  Stamps  are  to  he  affixed  to  Health  Cnsui 
irds  and  Unemployment  Insurance  books  on  the  folio 


(1)  On  discharge  to  another  Ship  or  Establishment  or  to 

the  shore. 

(2)  At  the  end  of  every  quarter  before  the  ledger  OP 

other  pay  document  is  closed,  in  order  that 
stamps  may  be  claimed  in  the  Cash  Account  lor 
the  period  in  respect  of  which  they  became  duo 
(N.I.I.— 177). 

(3)  On  the  expiration  of  the  currency  of  the  card  or 

book. 

[172.]  In  no  circumstances  are  any  stamps  to  be  affixed 
to  a  card  or  book  whose  period  of  currency  has  expired 
(N.I.I.— 194). 

[173  1  Every  stamp  affixed  to  a  card  or  book  is  U>  be 
cancelled  at  the  time  of  affixing  it  by  the  date  being 
written  across  it  in  ink,  or  stamped  with  a  metallic  die  with 
black  indelible  ink.  [174.]  Dies  for  this  purpose  can  be 
Obtained  from  the  Naval  Store  Officer,  \\  est  India  Docks. 
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Obtaining  ami  Accounting  jnr  Stamps. 

1175.]  The  necessary  supplies  of  stamps  are  to  be 
obtained  from  the  local  Post  Offices,  but  no  Health 
insurance  stamps  of  other  denominations  than  Id.  and  !>\d. 
are  to  be  purchased  except  when  actually  found  to  be 
required  for  Officer!  (N.I.I. — 183). 

1176.1  On  receipt  and  whilst  on  charge  these  stamps 
are  to  be  regarded  as  public  money  in  the  same  manner  as 
'  postage  stamps.  Their  expenditure  is,  however,  to  be 
claimed  separately  in  the  Cash  Account  once  a  month  and 
brought  to  account  as  a  charge  to  the  pertinent  head  of  the 
Navy  Vote  concerned.  (177.1  This  claim  is  always  to  be 
made  in  the  Cash  Account  for  the  month  during  which  the 
stumps  become  due  and  are  issued,  and  a  form  (S.  1037)  is 
established  for  the  purpose. 

r    1178.]  The  values  of  the  Health  and  Unemployment

On  paying  off  at  home  all  insurance  stamps 
remaining  on  charge  are  to  be  transferred  to  the  Accountant 
Offioer,  Royal  Fleet  Reserve  at  Portsmouth,  Devonport  or 
Chatham,  and  his  receipt  for  them  obtained  in  the  usual 


Officebs  of  the  Royal  Naval  Reserve  and  Royal 
Naval  Volunteer  Reserve.

1182.1  This  deduction  is  to  beat  the  rate  of  «.  for  every .72: 
stamp  and  8i.  for  every  Sirf.  stamp  affixed  to  a  Health 
Insurance  card,  and  half  the  value  of  every  stamp  affixed  to 
an  Unemployment  Insurance  book. 
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f  1 83.]  If  in  any  individual  case  it  is  found  tliat  Health 
Insurance  stamps  of  a  denomination  otliur  than  "id.  or  5U 
have  to  be  used,  the  necessary  supply  should  be  specially 
obtained,  and  if  information  as  to  the  correct  rate  of 
deduction  in  such  a  case  is  not  otherwise  obtainable  appli- 
cation should  be  made  for  it  to  the  Accountant  (ieneral. 

1184.1  Form  8.  1037  provides  for  a  separate  statement 
of  stamps  expended  for  Officers  which  should  show  also  the 
amount  of  the  deductions  made  from  pay  and  when  those 
deductions  are  charged. 

Men. 

[185.]  All  men  of  the  Naval  Reserves  attending  for 
drill  or  training,  Ac,  are  instructed  to  bring  their  Health 
Insurance  cards  and  Unemployment  Insurance  books  with 
them  if  they  are  insured  persons. 

[186.]  The  full  cost  of  all  stamps  required  to  be  affixed 
to  men's  cards  or  books  during  drill  or  training,  Ac,  will 
be  borne  by  Naval  Funds,  and  no  portion  of  it  is,  therefore, 
to  be  charged  against  the  men  (but  for  Officers,  see 
N.I.I.— 180-184  above). 

Custody  of  Health  Insurance  Cards. 
[187.]  Each  man  joining  from  the  shore  or  from  another 
Ship  is  to  be  invited  to  deposit  his  Health  Insurance  card 
with  the  Accountant  Officer  who  will  then  be  responsible 
for  its  safe  custody.  [188.]  As,  however,  these  cards  are 
entrusted  during  their  currency  to  the  contributors  them- 
selves there  is  no  obligation  upon  the  men  so  to  deposit 
them,  but  any  man  who  elects  to  retain  possession  of  his 
card  is  to  be  required  to  produce  it  for  stamps  to  be  affixed 
on  the  occasions  prescribed  above  (N.I.I. — 171). 

Custody  of  Unemployment  Insurance  Books. 
[189.]  Unemployment    Insurance    books   are   to  be 
obtained  from  the  men  and  to  remain  in  the  custody  of  the 
Accountant  Officer,  being  stamped  on  the  occasions  pro- 
scribed above  (N.I.I.— 171). 

Return  of  Cards  and  Books  to  the  Men. 
[190.]  All  Unemployment  Insurance  books  and  all 
Health  Insurance  cards  deposited  with  the  Accountant 
Officer  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  men  on  their  discharge  to 
another  ship,  on  final  discharge  to  the  shore  on  completion 
of  drill  or  training,  or  on  the  expiration  of  the  period  of 
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fcurrency.  [191.1  It  is  important  tli.it  they  should  be  in  the 
men's  possession  on  return  to  civil  employment. 

Men  joining  tritium!  Health  Insurance  Cards. 

[192.]  Men  joining  from  the  shore  without  Health 
Insurance  cards  are  to  be  called  upon  to  declare  on  one  of 
the  forms  provided  on  Form  S.  1085  whether  or  not  they 
are  insured  persons  under  Part  I.  of  the  Act. 

[193.]  In  the  case  of  those  who  sign  the  first  declara- 
tion  the  necessary  stamps  are  to  lie  affixed  to  Emergency 
Insurance  Cards,  whirl,  can  he  obtained  at  the  local  I'ost 
Offices.    I  194.  ]  Emergency  Insurance  Cards  are  also  to  be 

produced  lias  expired  (X.I.I.  172).  [  195.f  When,  how- 
ever, a  man  who  is  insured  in  one  country  attends  for  drill 
or  training,  &e.  in  another  country  without  an  insurance 
card,  the  necessary  Emergency  Cards  should  be  obtained 
by  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Health 

England,  ScoUa'iId,  Ireland,  and  Wales  rcspe 'ct ive'l'/are'in 
London,  Edinburgh,  Dublin,  and  Cardiff. 

197.  The  Forms  S.  1085  are  in  all  cases  to  be  forwarded 
as  enclosures  to  the  ledger  or  pay  list  on  which  the  men 
are  lirst  entered  for  pay, 

Uninsured  Men. 
L198.1  In  the  case  of  men  who  sign  the  second  declara- 
tion on  Form  S.  103")  the  Forms  are  similarly  to  be  for- 
warded with  the  ledger,  <fcc.,  but  no  stamps  are  to  be  issued 
for  them. 

1 199.1  This  declaration  will  be  signed  by  two  different 
classes  of  men,  viz. : —

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Notation  in  case  of  uninsured  Men. 
[200.]  All  men  who  sign  this  second  declaration  are  Ui 
be  distinguished  on  the  ledger  and  all  pay  documents  by 
inserting  the  letter  "U"  in  red  ink  beneath  their  names. 
[201.]  When,  however,  a  man  received  from  another  Ship 
or  Establishment  is  not  so  distinguished  on  his  transfer 
pay  documents,  and  he  is  unable  to  .produce  his  Health 
Insurance  card,  immediate  reference  as  to  the  facts  of  his 
case,  and  the  disposal  of  his  card,  if  any,  is  to  be  made  to 
that  Ship  or  Establishment. 

Notation  in  case  of  Men  insured  against  Unemployment. 

202.  All  men  for  whom  Unemployment  Insurance 
stamps  are  issued  are  to  be  distinguished  by  inserting  the 
notation  "  Tr.  Ins."  (for  "Trade  Insured")  beneath  their 
names  on  the  ledger  or  other  document  on  which  they 
are  paid.
